CAIRO (AP) — Hundreds of thousands 
of F^gyptians gave FYesident Nixon a 
wildly enthusiastic welcome on his arrival 
here bxlay to start a tour of the Middle 
East. 
He is the first American president to 
visit 
the 
country 
since 
Franklin 
D 
Roosevelt came in 
1943 for wartime 
conferences. 
Nixon arrived from Austria in 90-degree 
heat at the Cairo airport and was greeted 
warmly there by President Anwar Sadat, 
his host for the next two days. 
The 
two 
presidents 
then 
went 
by 
motorcade to the city, standing side by 
side in Sadat’s open limousine 
The motorcade passed large crowds 
lining the roads chanting. “ Nixon! Nixon! 
SadaP Sadat!” 
White House press secretary Ronald L 
Ziegler told newsmen later that ECgyptian 
security officials estimated the crowd at 
at least two million 
However, U.S. officials said the figure 
was in the hundreds of thousands in their 
estimation. 
After a drive or nearly an hour, Nixon 
and Sadat arrived at the Kubbah Palace 
where the U.S. chief executive will stay. 


In a brief ceremony the two presidents 
exchanged remarks. Sadat called Nixon 
one of the great men and praised his lead­ 
ership in the world. 
As if to give Nixon support in the face of 
his domestic troubles. Sadat spoke of the 
neces.sity for the American president to 
continue in a leadership role. 
Nixon 
re.sponded 
by 
pledging 
U.S. 
support for Egypt's economic programs. 
Nixon left the plane that brought him 
from Salzburg. Austria, with his wife. Pat, 
and Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger. 
They were met bv Sadat and his wife. 
Although Nixon’s arrival carries great 
s ym b o lic 
im p o rta nc e. 
it 
was 
overshadowed 
by 
Kissinger's 
earlier 
threat to resign if the controversy isn't 
ended 
over 
his 
role 
in 
wiretapping 
practices. 
Sadat and Nixon scheduled their first 
private talks about 
2*2 hours after the 
American leader’s arrival at the F^gyptian 
residence. Tahra i’ alace. 
Their meetings throughout the 48-hour 
stay are expected to deal generally with 
the Middle East situation and particularly 
with the new and growing U.S. role in the 
area. 


At issue is the extent of Kissinger’s 
involvement in the wiretapping of 13 
government officials and four newsmen be­ 
tween May 1969 and F>bruary 1971. 
Last September Kissinger testified that 
he never recommended the wiretapping, 
but supplied names of persons who had 
access to sensitive dixurnents leaked to 
the news media.

Uommittee, name two persons whose resi­ 
dences were to be tapped to determine if 
they had leaked information to the press.

Camouflaged as it is by a 
blanket of trees, it is easy to see 
why Indian scouts once stood on 
the 
elevated 
site

Cedars" mansion, located just 
off Highway 50. near here. 
‘‘It’s one of the highest points 
in 
Moniteau 
C o u n t y , ” 
proclaimed 
a 
smiling 
Mrs. 
Myrtle Raithel, who has lived in 
the all-brick structure since the 
1930‘s. 
"There's 
just 
no 
describing the view you can get 
I guess that's probably why the 
Indians 
liked 
this 
spot 
so 
much." 
However, while ever-mindful 
of her home’s lofty location, 
Mrs. 
Raithel 
is even more 
proud of It’s added distinction 
— at age 124, it is the oldest 
residence in the area and has 
been in her family for six 
generations Ownership of the 
land 
itself 
goes 
back 
even 
further, to 1837. when Mrs. 
R a i t h e l ’ s 
g re a t- g re a t- 
grandfather, Thomas Jefferson 
Williams, signed the original 
abstract 
“ He 
came 
here 
from 
Kentucky in a covered wagon 
and settled first in a log cabin 
he built himself." she .said. "He 
bought the land for 25 cents an 
acre." 
In recent years, Mrs Raithel 
added 
proudly,

This IS my home, you know, and 
I just couldn’t up and move 
even if I wanted to." 
The 
mansion,

"The Cedars" because of the

Admission price to be 
charged at grandstand

For the first 
time since 1967, an 
admission price will be charged 
for 
grandstand entertainment events at the 
Missouri State Fair. The only events at the 
grandstand that will remain free are the 
quarterhorse races, pony races, drafthorse 
pull and the harness races. 
Ron Jones, secretary 
of the Fair, 
explained the change is due to the low gate 
fee of $1, which cannot be raised without 
the approval of the state Legislature. The 
cost of the Fair must be made up from Fair 
revenue and an appropriation from the 
state. "The cost of operating the Fair has 
gone up phenominally.” Jones said 
Jones said that prior to 1967, there was a 
charge on some grandstand events, but in 
1967, 
the 
Legislature 
authorized 
an 
increase in the gate fee. 
"We have to charge a rate for some of 
these shows in order to make our part of 
the (Fair’s) budget," Jones said. 


Another reason for the change is that a 
number of people have been opposed to the 
idea of a free grandstand. " I ’ve had people 
come up to me all over the state and say 
that they would rather pay for a show and 
be assured of having a seat than have free 
shows." Jones said.

Griffin. 19, a soldier at Ft. Bragg, near 
Fayetteville, was killed on a deserted area 
of the base. 
Griffin's wife. Army WAC Doris Lynn 
Griffin. 24, was sentenced to 24 years in a 
federal penitentiary on a second-degree 
murder charge. 
Patrick Dean Wills and Mrs. Marlene P. 
Martino, both of Fayetteville, were each 
given life sentences by Federal Judge 
Hiram H. Ward. Wills was charged with 
first degree murder and Mrs. Martino with 
conspiring to commit murder. 
All three pleaded guilty to the charges in 
court Monday. 
Mrs. Griffin was accused of paying $1,000 
to Wills to kill her husband. Mrs. Martino, 
Wills’ mother-in-law, allegedly arranged 
the contract. At the time of the killing, the 
Griffins were separated. 
According to an agent for the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation who testified at a 
preliminary hearing for the three in March, 
Mrs. Griffin paid the $1,000 to Pat Wills 
and Mrs. Mdrtino after she received $1,956 
in severence pay from the Army for her 
husband’s death. 
Originally, five persons were arrested by 
the FB I Feb. 19 in connection with the 
killing.

dismissed against Wills’ wife. Antonya.and 
Craig Thomas Ham, a Ft. Bragg soldier 
living in Fayetteville, because the only role 
they played in the murder was witnessing 
the signing of the contract.

N.Y. police 
end drama 
with arrest 


NEW YORK (AP) — A S-year-old girl 
was yanked to safety today from the 
Queens 
housing 
project 
apartment 
where she had been held hostage with her 
father since late Monday. Her father was 
found dead, his chest punctured by a 
bullet. 
The gunman had allowed her to open the 
apartment door to retrieve food set in the 
hall by a special police hostage team and 
had kept a revolver trained on her.

Then with one hand he offered a glass of a 
soft drink. As she reached for it. he 
grabbed her with the other hand and left 
the former convict and mental patient 
without a hostage.

With a shotgun trained on him, Steele 
surrendered.

The officer seized her and the police 
moved in on the gunman. 


The gunman had twice promised to 
release the girl, earlier today.

‘I’m happiest when I can make someone happy.” .Marti 
('orson said while she was home for a short vacation, in-between 
dinner theatre shows on the .southeastern coast of the I ’.S. 
Marti, whose acting career began in 1971 when she playtnl 
('alamity .lane in the musical at vSmith-('otton High SchcK)!. is 
now acting in a musical comedy for Stage Dcxir Prcxiiiction ('<> 
in Atlanta. Ha. 
Marti said her parents. Mr. and Mrs. Virgil L Corson. 814 
Wilkerson. were confident she could make it in the acting world 
W'hen she left home late last summer, her father said. "You do 
what you think is best, we’ll help out if we can but if you put 
your mind to it. you can do it ” 
She attributes the beginning of her career to being at the right 
place at the right time She was working as a cocktail waitress in 
a dinner theatre when a replacement was needed for a "bit 
part ” at the last minute. Marti said 
Because the staff had worked well together with her as a 
replacement, for the next plav her director. .lack I. Canon, 
needed a young housewife and jokingly said. "We can always 
use a dumb blonde.” referring to Marti She .said this was the 
funniest thing Canon ever told her. 
So Marti went from September to January. playing parts in 
monthly shows in Atlanta and Tampa, h’la.. Birmingham. .Ala., 
and Charlotte. N C From F'ebruary to May she was in four plays 
with a repertory in Charlotte 
.Among the productions she starred in were: "Ladies Night in 
a Turkish Bath. ” a twenties farce in which Marti played the 
young college student who fell in love with her professor; "All 
the (iirls Came Out to Play.” a contemporary’ comedy for which 
she starred as a fallen southern belle; "The Saga of Roaring 
(iulch.” a western melodrama written by her director. Marti 
was the wife of a Ca.ssinova villian. "The Drunkard.” a musical 
melodrama in which she played a barmaid and daughter of the 
drunkard, and "No Sex Plea.se, We’re British.” a contemporary 
comedy in which Marti was a young housewife. 
Marti .said the melodramas in which she played were 
"completely contradictory and overdone. ” but her goal with 
acting is to get people out of a rut. to make people happy, and 
help them completely blotk out their worries and enjoy 
themselves. 
The thing she enjoys most about acting in dinner theatres is 
the feedback from the audience "You can meet your audience 
and talk to the people.” she said. After "The Drunkard” one 
evening, in which Marti, playing the starving drunkard’s 
daughter, stuffed a half a loaf of bread into her mouth, a baker 
asked her to do a commercial for him. Others asked. "How do 
you stay so skinny when you eat so much bread’’ ” 
" I ’ve learned more about myself ” by acting. Marti said When 
you "rehearse one character (for the next show) in the daytime. 
• do another (character) at night, and during the time my eyes 
were open the rest of the day. I was another. ” you have to know' 
yourself, she said. 
A production company is like an employment agency. Marti 
explained. As a member of the prrxluction company, the cast 
would work in a dinner theatre who paid a fee to the production 
company who in turn paid the cast. In non-equity (non-union)

Soaring price of 
gold brings woes 


BEIRU T, Lebanon (AP) — 
The artist who makes your Ori­ 
ental 
gold 
necklaces 
is 
in 
trouble. 
With the price of gold zoom­ 
ing, nearly 70 per cent of Bei­ 
rut’s artist-goldsmiths are out 
of work because business has 
dropped off sharply. 
Tourists with money to spend 
seem to be buying less ex­ 
pensive silver handiwork and 
the wealthy Arab sheikhs from 
the Persian Gulf are buying 
bullion, according to goldsmiths 
here. 
"Things have really come to 
a standstill." said one of them. 
Hagop Kahvejian. "In the old 
days, the gold souk (market) 
was a must for visitors to Bei­ 
rut. They still come but they 
aren’t buying gold items any 
more because the price 
has 
gone sky high.’ 
In Beirut, a free market for 
all kinds of precious stones and 
metals exists. Nearly 90 per 
cent of the goldsmiths do their 
own processing. Rich traders 
with imported electric machin­ 
es account for the rest. 
The 
Lebanese 
government 
maintains strict control of the 


karat markings on all gold jew­ 
elry and penalties are heavy if 
there is any shady dealing. 
Some traders have received 
jail sentences of five years and 
lost their licenses for trying to 
dilute their product. The Minis­ 
try of Finance controller in the 
market also lost his job when 
one case came to light. 
The bracelets on display in 
the dozens of shops in the old. 
covered souk may be 24 karat 
pure gold with no brass or sil­ 
ver added but they are soft to 
handle. 
Usually, 
the 
bracelet 
is 
graded anywhere from 18 to 21 
karats and contains brass and 
silver so that it will stand up to 
daily use. But chains, small 
charms and crosses are graded 
9 to 14 karats. 
Kahvejian. 32. the son and 
grandson of goldsmiths and one 
of the hundreds of Lebanese 
Armenians who work in the 
gold souks, says life is becom­ 
ing difficult for him and his col­ 
leagues. 
" It ’s becoming tougher to 
compete with electronic ma­ 
chines and the high cost of 
gold." he said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Senate has passed a $21 8-bil­ 
lion military weapons procure­ 
ment bill with a $900 million 
limit on military aid to South 
Vietnam for the coming year 
Approved Tuesday, the meas­ 
ure goes to a House-Senate con­ 
ference committee for final ad­ 
justment of differences.

Demolition protested 


ATHENS (AP) - The last re 
maining symbol /)f a family 
that played a major role in 
winning Greece’s independence 
is destined to crumble under 
the blade of the bulldozer — 
and, in its place in the center 
of the capital, another cement 
structure or perhaps even a 
bank will be erected. 


An impressive group of aca­ 
demicians has protested plans 
to demolish the house built in 
the early 1800s by Petros Mav- 
romichalis, military command­ 
er of the Friendship Society. 
The Society, a Greek under­ 
ground movement, instigated 
and helped bring to a close 400 
years of 
/urkish occupation, 
which ended in 1827. 


M »'Toniichalis’ children and 
his children’s children have 
been an integral part of the 
Greek fabric for the last 150 
years. 
The last remaining physical 
symbol of the Mavromichalis 
line is a rundown brownstone 
three-story residence across the 


street trom the National Gar.- 
dens. The impress!ve-looking 
structure continues to draw the 
curiosity 
of 
thousands 
who 
stroll by every day. 
In its prime, the Mavromi­ 
chalis mansion was used for 
royal receptions as far back as 
the time of Otto, first king of 
modern Greece, in 1831. 


But 
now 
the 
plaster 
is 
cracked and chipped and the 
grillwork rusted and dirty from 
years of neglect. 
Several years ago, a Greek 
insurance company 
acquired 
the valuable property by auc­ 
tion after it was put on the 
block for back taxes. 


Supporters 
for 
the 
pre­ 
servation of this “ neoclassical” 
structure and lovers of history 
were assured by the past gov­ 
ernment 
that 
the 
building 
would be preserved and refur­ 
bished and remain as a physi­ 
cal reminder of the family that 
has contributed so much to the 
freedom of Greece. 
The academicians, plus con­

Eagleton promises help 
for land owners on Sac River

In response to a letter com­ 
plaining about the Army Corps 
of Engineers, builders and op 
erators of the picturesque floiKl 
control and power project in 
the southwest Missouri Ozarks.

have already suffered damage 
from the corps' mistakes, and I 
am also working on a per­ 
manent correction of this prob­ 
lem.” 
The problem is that when the 
turbine is 
spinning at 
only 
about two-thirds of its capacity, 
the gush of water below the 
dam covers, isolates and tears 
away at 25 miles of valley land 
along the Sac River 
Sen Eagleton's letter was to 
Clark I. Montgomery, a young 
farmer and real estate broker 
who asked for help in .May. 
charged the Army Engineers 
with botching their water dis­ 
charge calculations and com­ 
plained that they were stalling 
and devious in working out a 
solution. 
Montgomery owns, manages 
or rents out as much as 2.5(K) 
acres for himself and the elders 
of his family; and more than 
400 of them are affected when 
the turbine at Sto(*kton Dam 
churns out the 51.000 kilowatts 
which the Southwestern Power 
Administration wants from it 
Eagleton's reply was accom­ 
panied by a response from the 
office of the Army's district en­ 
gineer in Kansas City, and one 
line in it particularly infuriated 
Montgomery.

Even approaching tragedy 
fails to halt fishermen

rowing 
experience

Michigan s wave-pocked coho 
waters. 
In fact, it was a ' Maydav" 
plight for i)ur 23-foot cruiser 
after our foursome hauled in 
five keeper coho salmon and 
had a half-dozen tear free from 
our hooks 
.After several hours of roll­ 
ercoaster trolling out of Wauke­ 
gan 
harbor, four-foot waves 
and a fouled-up bilge pump 
suddenly left us slowly flooding 
tw’o miles off the mist shrouded 
shoreline 
Out went the Mayday -all 
and on went tlu' life preservers, 
but fast. 
Despite our call for help, the 
fishing continued and. just be­ 
fore a rescue craft bounded out 
of nowhere. I finally quit battl­ 
ing the biggest fish of our e.x- 
pedition. 
Standing apprehensively 
in 
ankle-deep water, we cut the 
lines of the eight stanchioned 
fishing rods and, with inspired 
agility, scrambled aboard the 
rescuing charter boat. 
.Aboard Captain Chuck Bra­ 
dy’s sleek OKDoke was sports 
columnist .Jack Griffin of the 
Chicago Sun-Times. It was he 
who heard our SOS 
“ Fkady w’as fixing lines at 
the time and I was aft when I 


heard the faint Mayday call on 
our radio” said Griffin. 
You never .saw such fast ac­ 
tion as our crew in pulling in 
our lines and getting under way 
full throttle.” he said 
’Only 
trouble was. we couldn’t see 
any boat in any direction. 
“ But your call said you were 
in 55 feet of water and off a 
landmark to our south. So we 
kept gunning over that depth 
and pretty soon we spotted 
you.” 
Brady’s crew hooked a tow- 
line of half-inch rope to our 
wallowing, abandoned cruiser, 
then began a precarious haul to 
the distant shoreline. 
Several times it appeared the 
half-sw’amped boat would go 
under, and knives were whip­ 
ped out to slash the line if it 
did. The rope, 
straining as 
waves 
battered 
the 
listing 
craft, began to fray and it be­ 
came a race against the heavy 
seas to keep it afloat. 
But Brady maintained a jolt­ 
ing course for port and reached 
safety. 


When the fish locker was 
washed overboard during the 
long tow. we figured our catch 
went with it. But. no. four of 
the glistening, silver coho were 
found under lure-snarled, sod­ 
den pads 
It can be dangerously damp, 
especially without a well-pow­ 
ered marine radio and other 
safety equipment, but the Lake 


Michigan waters off Waukegan 
are where the coho, chi nook 
and steelhead are running now. 


And they will be until their 
late summer excxlus slightly to 
the north and then across the 
lake for their Michigan spawn­ 
ing surge.

Members of the select five-man 
commission argue that the public is 
afforded plenty of opportunity to 
express opinioas on impending rate 
increase requests through notice 
requirements and hearing--. The 
opportunity may be present, but 
we must wonder if public hearing 
testimony 
always 
carries

weight it should in determining 
increases.

MPSC's recent handling of a rate 
increase request from the Kansas

interests. Because the latter is so 
glaringly 
absent,

former 
becomes even more necessary , 


The open sessions should be no 
problem. 
The 
“ Sunshine” 
law 
clearly states that it applies to all 
governmental deliberative bodies 
having 
rule 
making 
or 
quasi­ 
judicial power. That description 


fits the M PSC like a glove. 


Consumer protection could be 
more of a problem. The five 
commi.ssioners are appointed and 
traditionally have been lawyers. 
.A 
reasonable 
argument 
for 
appointing 
attorneys 
to 
the 
commission 
rests 
in 
their 
professional ability to investigate 
and properly weigh evidence. 


However, in the 
interest 
of 
hundreds 
of 
thousands 
of 
Mi.ssourians who are burdened by 
higher utility bills in the face of 
severe inflation, it would .seem 
reasonable that the “ voice of the 
people” be given a chance to make 
itself heard not only at hearings, 
but in MPSC's somewhat illegally- 
closed 
meetings. 
A 
“ consumer 
advocate” commissioner would be 
a step in the right direction. 


Since the public's pocketbook is 
the answer to increased utility 
company revenues, then the public 
should have an effective voice on 
the 
commission 
when 
deter­ 
minations are made regarding the 
amount needed tor adequate utili 
tv service.

Committee rejects 
television blackout 


WASHINGTON (AP) — ¡Professional sports 
leagues suffered a severe setback Tuesday 
when the Senate .ludiciarv’ Committee killed 
legislation to black out most distant sports on 
cable television 
At issue was the right of a cable T\’ system, 
a form of pay television, to bring in a “ distant 
signal” of a sports event without the approval 
of the participating teams or leagues. 


The controversial Section 111 of an 85-page 
copyright revision bill would have prevented 
the practice, now prevalent

vigorously against it. 


In the closed-door vote on the section. Sen 
Philip H Hart, I>Mich., was the only one of 
the 
16-member 
committee 
in 
favor 
of 
retaining the section. He also was the only 
member to vote in favor of a compromise 
amendment he intrixluced 
It would have 
allowed cable television systems to carr\ 
nationallv-televLsed events such as the W’orld 


vSeries and All-Star games but not regional 
telecasts It also would have protected major 
and minor league markets 
Sen Siim .1 Krvin .Ir . 1)-N 
reportedly 
argued that constitutionally the subject o i 
sports transmissions is clearly a regulatory 
matter and not a copyright one. a belief held 
by most of the other members of the 
committee.
